Huge Vote 
Is Indicated 
®By Noon Check 


1,875 Counted 
This Year; Only 
1,336 In 1948 


Pickaway County observers Tues­ 
day optimistically eyed a possible 
record vote for Pickaway County in 
the 1952 presidential election, 
v 
This was based on an increase 
of about 30 percent In the num> 
her of voters visiting the polls in 
Circleville this year as compared 
to 1948’s presidential balloting. 
Figures made available by the 13 
precincts of Circleville and the Cir- 
cleville Township precinct at noon 
Tuesday showed a total vote at that 
time of 1,875. 
At noon on election day in 1948, 
a total of only 1,336 ballots had 
“ cast.

AND DURING the 1948 election, 
a total of 10,258 voters visited the 
polls. In 1944, the total figure was 
11,359. 
Basing guesses on the early in­ 
creases shown in city polls, local 
observers hazarded estimates that 
Tuesday’s total vote may reach the 
13,000 figure—or 
m a y b e 
even 
^ higher.

Largest single vote reported in 
Tuesday noon’s spot check of the lo­ 
cal polls was registered at the First 
W ard’s Precinct A, in Sinclair fill­ 
ing station. Officials there said the 
total vote, including absent ballots, 
was 242. 
Next high was 1-C in First Meth­ 
odist chu.ch with 188, while 2-A at 
Circleville 
fire departm ent was 
third high with 183.

Largest increase in any one 
precinct was noted in the Circle­ 
ville Township poll, where 62 
were counted in 1948 and a total 
of 135 counted Tuesday noon. 
Figures for the various precincts 
throughout the county—there are 
42 in all, counting those of Circle- 
^ v ille —were not available, although 
a precinct in Walnut Township at 
noon registered a total of 136, high­ 
er than in 1948. 
In the fourth ward, the figures 
are not easy to compare since a 
new precinct, 4-D, was set up since 
the 1948 balloting.

The prisoners in Cellblocks

H, I and K haven’t been fed since 
Sunday. They were without heat 
during Monday night’s near freez­ 
ing temperature. Heat was turned 
on in the cellblocks Tuesday.

First Results

Pickaway Countians may n o t 
expect to learn results of local 
balloting on the presidential con­ 
test until after 10 p. m. Tuesday.

Officials of the county board of 
elections have instructed counting 
crews of the 42 county precincts 
to count ONLY the presidential 
ballots first. 
Results of that counting on the 
presidential races should begin 
coming in at about 10 p. m. by 
telephone. 
After a precinct has completed 
Its unofficial presidential tally, it 
will then count only state and 
district contests for telephoning. 
First results on those contests 
may be available after 11 p. m. 
And final counting, unofficially 
for telephone report, will be on 
county contests, the judicial tick­ 
et and special issues. 
After that, the precincts w i l l 
■end judges to the elections of­ 
fice with the official tabulations, 
which will be placed on an ab­ 
stract sheet for official counting. 
That process is not expected to 
be completed before 9 a. m.

Treating him as a kind of pet 
or toy, they are oiled amazed at 
what he says or does, even at 
his normal development, as lf he 
were unusual.

attitude, 
his 
parents, 
grandparent* and other relatives 
may share. Indeed, they may be 
the first to express amazement, 
hoping that other adults will also, 
aware the while that he is their 
child, grandchild, 
n e p h e w 
or 
niece, and feeling an extension of 
personal pride that he is “ so won­ 
derful.” 
Accordingly, the parent or grand­ 
parent may relate or repeat things 
j he has done or said, or cause him 
to repeat these, hoping they will 
^ stir up wonder and surprise among 
the adult friends. 
These parents and grandparents 
are hardly aware of what they are 
doing to the innocent youngster, not 
aware that they are showing him 
off to feed their own vanities and 
treating him as if he were a puppy 
or plaything. They are not aware 
that he may grow vain and bid for 
further exhibitions, or become self­ 
conscious and feel he is being toyed 
with or laughed at. 
As usually happens, this child 
enjoy* the attention his exhibited 
remarks and exploits elicit, and he 
strives to win still more attention.

MORE AND MORE he tries to 
say and do those things w h i c h 
adults will notice but other chil­ 
dren won't be attracted to. More 
and more he takes on adult ways 
and expressions and thus becomes 
less suited to play normally with 
other children of his age. 
His parents and other relatives 
tend to burden him unduly early 
with book knowledge and 
school- 
learned skills instead of letting him 
grow up as he should. 
This child grows less adaptable 
not only to other children but also 
to adults; for his efforts to keep 
grownups marveling at him cause 
him by-and-by to repel them. 
Then when they don’t pay him as 
much attention as he hungers for, 
he inclines to do more things repel­ 
lent to them, losing status, there- 
fcre, both with adults and other 
children. 
This child may be precocious or 


not. But the more alert, mentally, 
he is, the more easily he may thus 
become a prey to human vanities 
of his parents. Anyway, the bright­ 
er he is, the harder his lot may be. 
If you want your baby to be and 
become a happy individual, treat 
him as a developing, precious per­ 
son, and not as a means for your 
own amusement and pride. 
Q. Sometimes I let my baby, ll 
months old, take a nap in his play­ 
pen. Is this wise? 
A. Hardly; nor is it good to use 
his crib for a play pen. You want 
him to associate bis bed with sleep­ 
ing and his playpen with self­ 
amusement.

Thus can the reader be fully informed 
mere minutes after the story occurs. 


DIESELS TAKE OVER 
AN EVOLUTIONARY CHANGE l i t t l e 
short of revolutionary has taken place in 
railroad motive power since World War II, 
with the rapid substitution of diesels for 
steam locomotives. 


This was highlighted several days ago 
when newspapers all over the country con­ 
tained stories and pictures of a coal tipple 
which a railroad was trying to raze in 
Iowa.

As long as Americans are getting killed 
in Korea, that war remains our m a j o r 
problem. It need no longer be called a U.N. 
police action; its dimensions are those of 
a major war. The prolongation of this war 
could for this country become a m a j o r 
catastrophe, as it keeps us in a state of 
permanent war, mounting expenses, in­ 
creasing taxes and deepening the inflation. 
It is necessary to appraise Korea from 
the standpoint of the Soviet war strategy. 
The Russians would prefer not to go to war 
with us. They really favor peace. T h e i r 
strategy is to keep the United States in a 
condition of constant internal t.r o u b I e, 
amounting to a blood-letting operation. The 
result could be a deterioration of the Amer­ 
ican economy no matter which 
political 
partv is in control of the government, and 
a collapse which the Russians believe will 
bring on the revolution. 


The Russians believed that a depression 
would hit the United States in 1946 or 1947. 
That did not happen. The Korean War, 
instigated by the Kremlin, was designed 
not to win the peninsula, which does not 
matter much, but rather to imperil Japan 
and to involve the United States in a per­ 
manent war economy. 


Our statesmen, shocked by this action, 
did not appraise this war correctly, as, for 
reasons not apparent, they have never cor­ 
rectly grasped the meaning of the Russian 
program of world conquest. The result is 
that they attempted to meet the Korean sit­ 
uation with conventional arms and conven- 
ional methods. Thus far they have failed 
either to win the war or even to achieve a 
truce. 
It was, to any student of Soviet strategy, 
unbelievable that our government w o u l d 
walk into Malik’s trap for a truce. Long ex­ 
perience has shown that a truce can be a 
preparation for a new phase of a war; it 
can also be a time for reorganization and 
rearming. Preliminary conversations with 
the object of leading to a truce, lasting 16 
months and achieving nothing, must be re­ 
garded as a preparation for an intensifier-1 
tion of the war. And that is precisely what 
is now happening in Korea. 


Yet, a British magazine, “The Fortnight­ 
ly,” last Summer could say: 


“Behind all other difficulties lies the su­ 
preme question of mutual antagonism be­ 
tween the United States and Soviet Russia. 1 
It is highly doubtful whether China is the 
Russian catspaw that Americans believe 
her to be. That is not a position w h i c h 
Chinese pride would accept, and it is im­ 
portant to remember that the Chinese 
Communists are wholly the authors of their I 
own success; it owed nothing to material 
help from Russia, and China’s position is 
entirely different from that of the Europp- 
ean satellites.”

Treatment Given To Prevent 
Varicose Veins In Pregnancy

DURING pregnancy, varicose 
vein* sometimes become prom i­ 
nent and may cause the expect­ 
a n t mother some difficulty and 
worry. 
While pregnancy ie one of the 
most common causes of varicose 
veins, there are also many others. 
These include overweight, too 
much ctanding, naturally weak 
veine. or tumors of the abdomen. 
Varicoee velna result from a 
weakening in the wall of the 
veins, causing them to stretch 
and enlarge. If not controlled, the 
enlarged veins can cause ulcers, 
chronic sores and cram ping of 
the legs. 
Solution Injected 
At one time it was believed th at 
if a pregnant woman had vari­ 
cose veins they should be left 
alone until after the pregnancy 
was successfully completed. Som e1 
doctors are now finding it better 
to inject these veins with a solu­ 
tion th at forms a clot on the in­ 
side, thus helping to elim inate 
them. This is done while the 
woman is still carrying the un­ 
born baby. Usually she receive* 
the injections once a week. 
If this treatm ent is carried out 
during pregnancy, it will help 
prevent varicose veins from de­ 
veloping and becoming perm a- j 
nent. However, the injections do 
not prevent the development off 
some large varicose veins which 
sometimes occur with pregnancy. 


Recently, over 400 pregnant 
women wert 
treated 
by this 
method instead of waiting until 
after childbirth. Almost one in 
every ten of the women showed 
excellent results from the injec­ 
tions alone. Only a small num ber 
required surgery 
for varicose 
veins after delivery. 
The injections have been found 
very safe and have no ill effects 
on the baby or mother. Thus, the 
pregnant woman need not worry 
too much about developing vari­ 
cose veins.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. M. T.: I have had a severs 
cut 
for about 
thrse 
m onths 
which has failed to close. Can you 
help me? 
Answer: There are many rea­ 
sons why cuts and sores fail to 
heal. The most common cause is 
an infection of the tissues. 
Many times there are dead 
spaces which are too great to 
permit healing In deep cuts; usu­ 
ally this type of cut has to be 
sutured before healing will take 
place. Foreign substances left In 
the wound or decreased circula­ 
tion to the p art of the body where 
the wound occurs may also be the 
cause of delayed healing. Certain 
chronic diseases, too, may pro­ 
duce this condition. 
It would be well for you to 
consult your physician, for he can 
best determ ine the cause of this 
difficulty and Institute the proper 
treatm ent.

4,555 or 91V$ per cent 
were foreign-born or had strong 
alien ties—m arriage to a foreign­ 
er or foreign parentage. 
3. More than half of the top Am­ 
erican Reds hav e their origins in 
Russia or her satellites. 
Hoov er said he is frequently ask ­ 
ed “ how can Americans be such 
dupes” as to em brace Commu­ 
nism. He said: 
“ First of all, American Commu­ 
nists are not real Americans. They, 
hav e become fanatic conv erts to 
Communsm and hav e sold their 
birthright for a mess of pottage. 
“ Communism’s greatest appeal is 
to some of the foreign-born and 
their offspring, although their prop­ 
aganda does not flourish among the 
great majority of foreign-born who 
come to America seek ing freedom 
and opportunity.”

modern innovations than its con­ 
stitution. 
But there is surprisingly small 
disaffection with the Franco re­ 
gime among the masses. There 
still is great poverty here, but 
there always 
has 
been 
great 
poverty and anyway great pov­ 
erty in itself doesn’t usually cre­ 
ate rebellion or organize success­ 
ful revolutions. Franco himself 
was a revolutionary, but he didn’t 
start from hunger. 
“Spaniards, like every other 
people in Europe, are sick, of 
war,” said one longtime observ­ 
er. “They want no more blood­ 
shed like they had in their civil 
war. 
“Besides, under Franco food 
and housing and transportation 
have shown some improvement 
and life is not quite so hard as 
it was. The average Spaniard 
certainly 
would 
like to have 
things better than they are now, 
but most of all hf wants' peace 
himself and a chance to raise a 
family in peace just like every­ 
one else in the world today.”

The real changes, if any, will 
come much later these business­ 
men argue and will 
stem 
from 
what Congress does. 
Take defense spending. Money 
already appropriated but not yet 
spent will keep the defense build­ 
up program going through next 
year. 
And few think that the next ad­ 
ministration will or can trim it, or 
boost it, very much—at least not 
in time for it to affect business 
much next year. 
In the case of taxes: The excess 
profits tax is due to die next June 
unless Congress extends it. Other 
tax changes‘ which the new Con­ 
gress might make probably won’t 
affect business much until 1954. 
Inflation: Many businessmen be­ 
lieve that inflation is now on its 
last legs and is due to expire some­ 
time next year. They feel that the 
big buildup in industrial capacity 
means sharper competition with 
prices held 
down 
and 
perhaps 
forced lower. 
Inflation could be revived, they 
argue, only by congressional fis­ 
cal 
policies, 
more 
government 
spending, a larger treasury deficit, 


or by a spreading of the Korean 
war. And the big budget bills are 
rarely passed before June.
